QUESTION: Is it possible for a backslider to speak in 
other tongues by the Holy Ghost?—Mrs. G.M., Seneca, S.C. 


NO, NOT by the Holy Ghost. It is possible for 
a person who has once been baptized in the Holy Ghost 
to repeat phrases or words that he once spoke through 
the Holy Ghost, but this is an act of hypocrisy and is 
easily discerned by the Spirit-filled Christian. John 16:13 
tells us that the Spirit speaks when He comes into our 
lives. He does not speak through us unless He is present 
in us. 


QUESTION: Why do the modernists insist on referring 
to the Holy Ghost as the Holy Spirit?—R.E.M., Memphis, 
Tennessee. 


BOTH HOLY SPIRIT and Holy Ghost are cor- 
rect, and the usage of them neither proves nor disproves 
modernism. Hagion pneuma is translated as both Holy 
Ghost and Holy Spirit in the King James Version, so the 
name you use is simply a matter of preference. Holy 
Ghost is used most frequently by Pentecostal people be- 
cause in the King James Version it is used about 100 times 
and Holy Spirit is used only 5 or 6 times. Both are correct 
and both are beautiful.

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Pentecostal Perils 
Ill. BRANDING PROGRESS AS MODERNISM 


SUALLY PEOPLE ARE AFRAID or skeptical of 

U which they do not understand. Too rapid 
progress frightens many because of the changes 

that are demanded. Because the latter day Pentecost 
movement had a small and humble beginning, and be- 
cause we insist on living with the Bible as our guide 
and counsel, Pentecostal people are generally prone to 
be hesitant about accepting things different to the 
ordinary. This unwillingness to accept things that are 
new or different ranges from the ridiculous to the critical. 
Since the days of the Bible, sincere Christian people 
have taken a stand against the encroachments of mod- 
ernism and worldliness. Among Pentecostal people these 
two terms are used loosely, 
meaning all that is not in 
accord with their view of holi- 
ness. We fail to realize some- 
times that worldliness frequently hides in a cloak of god- 
liness. If the sacrifices we make are for the notice of 
men, then it is a worldly spirit in us that causes us to 
be abstemious in our habits and modest in our dress. 
Our motives must be convictions of right and wrong 
rather than social pressures. Those who are most afraid 
of worldliness and apparently most on guard against it 
are frequently already enslaved to it—a worldliness of 
the heart rather than the appearance. There is, no doubt, 
more worldliness within our hearts than within our ranks. 
We hurt only ourselves when we resist things that are 
good and benefical because we are afraid they may be 
worldly. There was a time when Pentecostal people looked 
askance at the radio, branding it as a worldly thing. 
Now we have accepted it as a device beneficial in getting 
the gospel to lost men, and the air lanes everywhere are 
filled with the full gospel message of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. In many places, people resist the use of motion 
pictures in educating and training their people, but there 
is no more effective medium known to man than this. 
Pictures in themselves are not sinful, and motion in 
itself is not sinful, but sin is found in the wrong type 
of pictures and the wrong type of motion. The Youth 
Department of our Church has made great use of the 
motion picture in the Youth Congresses throughout the 
United States. More and more the value of this means 
of communication is seen, and we harm only ourselves 
in refusing it on the ground that it might be worldly. 
The proper use of Christian pictures must not be refused 
beca of the improper commercial pictures that are 
shown in theatres, which are certainly to be resisted and 
opposed. This, obviously, is only one example of the nu- 
merous hindrances in this category. Regretably, the ten- 
ncy is general to call worldly all that is new. Things that 

e do not understand and things that are not familiar to 
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us frighten us, so we refuse the progress for fear it 
might be modernistic. 


FORTUNATELY the attitude that education 
is harmful is found only in isolated areas, and is not a 
general attitude. Not too long ago an elderly and wonder- 
ful man told me, “The more 
education a man gets, the less 
he loves God.” Without realiz- 
ing it, this fine Christian 
gentleman had a narrow concept not only of education, 
but of God, also. Occasionally, a person in the pulpit 
is heard to say, “Praise God, I ain’t got much education, 
and I’ve got just little enough sense to let God have His 
way.” It seems that even a superficial reading of the 
Bible would prevent such absurd statements as this. It 
is almost to say that God places a premium upon ignor- 
ance, and that more and more of ignorance should be 
the goal of every man, because the more of ignorance 
he has the more of God he can receive. 

Contrary to this error, the more of real education a 
man has the more he loves God. Jesus called Himself 
the Way, the Truth, and the Life. The Holy Ghost is 
called the Spirit of Truth. Jesus said, ‘““Ye shall know the 
truth, and the truth shall make you free.” Paul wrote 
Timothy that study is required to meet the approval 
of God—all of which should be convincing enough that 
when we learn the truth, we learn of God and His Glory. 
In no place in the Bible is education condemned, but 
Paul does warn about those who are ever learning but 
never come to the knowledge of the truth. In other words, 
the learning of lies or theories or hypotheses might be 
dangerous if we accept them for more than they are, 
but true education enhances godliness instead of de- 
stroying it. Paul also warned against science falsely so- 
called, implying strongly that true science is always de- 
sirable and beneficial. 

It is readily admitted that there are some people who 
lack the equilibrium to be both spiritual and educated. 
This is caused by knowledge without wisdom, or learn- 
ing without intelligence. Anyone who is not capable of 
getting an education and remaining spiritual should be 
by all means encouraged to put his spiritual life first. 
Our danger in the Pentecostal movement -is found in the 
two extremes of religious fanacticism and intellectual 
staleness. We must not let this dividing line appear with- 
in our ranks, for it must be demonstrated to the world 
that we can be guided into the realms of higher learning 
and retain our fervent devotion to Christ. We must re- 
member that some of the greatest leaders in the Chris- 
tian cause have been men with university backgrounds— 
the apostle Paul, Augustine, Luther, Calvin, Knox, 
Whitfield, the Wesleys, Edwards, Finney, etc. Perhaps 
this will not be a Pentecostal peril always, for the multi- 
tude of Pentecostal schools that dot the world today axe 
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a testimony that we have learned that education does 
not necessarily kill consecration. 


A PERIL peculiar to the Pentecostal faith 
is the unwritten, unstated, and almost unconscious be- 
lief that self-respect is pride. Humility and meekness are 
matters of the heart, and are 
not readily evident by the 
physical appearance. Moses 
was called the meekest man 
on earth, and yet he sternly forced the Israelites to 
drink water strewn with the gold dust of their idolatrous 
calf. Jesus invited all people to take His yoke upon them 
and learn of Him, “For I am meek and lowly in heart,” 
yet twice He made a whip and drove moneychangers 
from the house of the Lord. A milk-toast attitude does 
not prove that we are humble, and squared shoulders 
and chin thrust upward do not prove pride. Like meek- 
ness and humility, pride is a matter of the heart. It is not 
being proud to keeps one’s flesh clean, or to wear neat 
attractive clothing, but, actually, it may be pride that 
causes us to do otherwise. 

Scripture is positive in condemning extravagant, im- 
modest, and spectacular dress, and in condemning pride 
in its many forms. Self-respect, however, is not con- 
demned, and we must not confuse the two. A person may 
appear so humble that even his speech is a muttered 
whine, and yet his heart be eaten up with pride. On 
the other hand, those who hold their heads upward, their 
shoulders back, and their chests out can still be humble 
in their hearts before God. We bar from our ranks many 
splendid people by our inability to distinguish self-respect 
from pride and worldliness. 


SELF-RESPECT IS 
NOT PRIDE 


IT IS COMMON everywhere to regard the 
largest Pentecostal church in town as modernistic and 
unspiritual. Why and how the belief ever arose that the 
Spirit is not in big churches, I 
do not know; but the opinion 
seems strong in some places 
that the larger a church be- 
comes, the less spiritual it becomes. The program of a 
large urban church is necessarily different than that of 
a small rural church, but the spirituality can and should 
be the same. It is a distinct hindrance to us when we 
are afraid that our churches may become too big. If 
any church will be sufficiently evangelistic in its efforts, 
it will give constant birth to new churches and missions, 
and yet continue to grow itself. This means that new 
congregations will come into being, that the mother 
church will become larger, and that its endeavors will 
insure its continued spirituality. We have fallen victim 
to a delusive peril when we try to insure continued spir- 
ituality by keeping a church small instead of by keeping 
it active. 

There is occasional opposition to erecting a new and 
large church building for fear the: blessings of the Lord 
may not be as great in it as they have been in the humble 
frame building across the railroad tracks. I have heard 
it said by people now worshiping in new beautiful build- 
ings that the Spirit of the Lord is not as free now as it 
was in their smaller church building. What? Does God 
have regard for stone or brick or wood? Certainly not! 
He wills to bless His people anywhere their hearts are 
consecrated to Him. It is a sinister peril that would make 
a person reluctant to build a new building or increase 
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a church’s membership for fear the largeness of it 
might hinder the blessings of the Lord. People of true 
spirituality and intelligence naturally look askance upon 
those whose attitudes are as narrow as this. The size 
of your congregation and the size of your church building 
has nothing whatsoever to do with the presence of the 
Lord, which is determined by the condition of your heart. 

To be frightened by progress is to be defeated. Hesi- 
tancy in accepting progress will bring stagnation. We 
must use the means that are offered by our day and 
are effective in our day, in order to bring God’s message 
to men everywhere. We must utilize scientific advance- 
ment and take advantage of the conditions of our day. 
There are sects who refuse to accept anything that is 
modern and convenient, but insist upon living in an 
antiquated age, because they feel that every element of 
this present day is modernistic, worldly, and prideful. 
It is needless to say that these sects are not evangelistic, 
and are doing nothing to win lost mankind to Christ. 
The Pentecostal faith is a movement—a powerful and 
positive force dedicated to the purpose of salvaging what 
can be saved from the chaos of sin. We must accept 
progress as God’s gift to aid us in our task.

The Church of God Evangel 
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HE EDITORIAL PENS of the Evangelical 
Press Association have signalled a new as- 
sault upon the sordidness, superstition, and 
irreligion of the world with the announc- 
ment that October will mark the second an- 
nual observance of Evangelical Press Month, a nation- 
wide observance of the achievements and possibilities of 
Christian literature. 

The EPA, a five-year-old organization composed of 
about ninety publishers of books, magazines, papers, 
tracts, and Sunday School materials, anticipates signifi- 
cant new gains during the month-long drive, according 
to EPA spokesman, President Hart R. Armstrong, of the 
Gospel Publishing House, Springfield, Missouri. The long- 
range goal of the Association is to “promote the cause of 
evangelical Christianity and to enhance the influence of 
Christian journalism.” 

Many encouraging signs lead EPA members to believe 
that the Christian public is becoming more aware of the 
need and value of Christian literature in reaching the 
unsaved, in contributing to the building of Christian 
character and inspiring spirituality, as well as finding 
certain periodicals a must in order to keep abreast of 
current events in the Christian world. 

For example, point out EPA officers, book sales are 
on the increase instead of the decrease as feared because 
of the television boom. As one fiction author analyzes 
the situation, “The reader’s imagination can still supply 
a far more vivid setting for a well-written story than can 
most stage props of wood and. canvas.” 

Another encouraging sign is the increasing attention 
of secular newspaper editors toward religious news. These 
editors reflect the rising concern of the public for spirit- 
ual anchors in a storm-tossed era. 

On the training side, Christian colleges are doing more 
about preparing writers and editors for effective presen- 
tation of the Christian message. Correspondence and 
campus courses in religious writing are drawing a record 
number of students, and teaching methods are being im- 
proved. Scholarly textbooks are flowing from the pens of 
consecrated Christians to combat the rampant skepticism 
of many secular texts.

to the message of the printed page. Meanwhile, the vital 
translation of the Bible into the languages of people 
long deprived of its truths is accelerating its pace. At the 
present time there are more skilled translators working 
on this vast project than ever before in history. 

But Christian editors see storm clouds on the publish- 
ing horizon also, clouds that can be dispelled only by the 
explosive force of Christians dedicated to a goal. 

One dark cloud is the strong preference of many Chris- 
tians for secular reading materials over Christian litera- 
ture. Surveys show that many Christians purchase sev- 
eral secular publications while buying no Christian peri- 
odicals whatsoever. The reading accordingly nourishes— 
or poisons—the mind, while atrophying the spirit. 

This situation recalls the testimony of rescue mission- 
builder, Mel Trotter, who said he ignored the daily news- 
paper for two straight years after he was converted so 
he could concentrate on reading his Bible. Although Trot- 
ter didn’t suggest that other Christians copy him, no one 
can deny that his attention to spiritual matters produced 
a giant for God. 

Publishers recognize the problem of appealing to Chris- 
tians in this streamlined age and are striving for im- 
proved presentation. One grateful public schoolteacher 
wrote the editor of a Sunday School paper, saying, “‘Those 
who would win youth to Christ today face a competition 
unsurpassed by any age. After examining and testing 
. . . your papers, I feel you are to be congratulated on 
meeting this challenge.” 

Publishers, and other Christian leaders, are also grave- 
ly concerned about literature-hungry mission fields that 
lack sound and attractive literature. While the printing 
presses of the cults and the communists run overtime, 
genuine Christians have failed to seize the opportunity 
to present the written message of God to eager eyes. 

This problem is largely a monetary matter. Christians 
have not supplied the funds to support this important 
industry. Missions continue to plead for tremendous 
numbers of printed materials, but limited funds restrict 
the supply. 

One missionary confined to the border of Tibet wrote, 
“The printed word is the only way we can get the mes- 
sage of salvation into Tibet, Bhutan, Nepal, and Sikkim. 
I live next door to the police station where the Tibetans

more states having camp meetings, other 

states having bigger camp meetings, better 

preaching, better singing, better fellowship, 
more people getting converted, sanctified, and baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. In many states the youth camp 
was held just preceding or following the camp meeting. 
I suppose Pennsylvania claims the largest youth camp, 
with between two and three hundred enrolled, while 
others claim they had a greater per pent of experiences. 
Some say they had even more saved in their youth camp 
than in the camp meeting. To say the least, they were 
wonderful meetings and very beneficial, both spiritually 
and otherwise. 

It seems very unfortunate that right in the middle of 
the camp meeting season Brother Horton, Missions Field 
Representative, and Brother Jernigan, Assistant General 
Overseer, were both so seriously injured in automobile 
wrecks and were unable to meet any more appointments. 
However, others stepped in and took their places so that 
the missions program and camp meetings were not seri- 
ously hindered. The general officials were able to make 
all the camp meetings except New York, where Brother 
Jernigan was scheduled to be the night he had his ac- 
cident in the afternoon. 


KANSAS—The first camp meeting I attended was in 
Kansas where I found a very earnest crowd faithfully 
cooperating with Brother Stanfield, the state overseer, in 
making the camp meeting a success. James A. Cross, 
overseer of South Carolina, was the night speaker and, 
as usual, was doing some of the greatest preaching I 
ever heard. 

The temperature was well over 100, and I was informed 
climbed to 110 before the meeting was over. The weather, 
of course, slowed down the meeting some, but stop? No, 
never—not the people of Kansas. They are used to hard- 
ships, sacrifices, and self-denial in putting the work over.

The cooling system in the tabernacle is an 
added attraction, making it possible to enjoy the service 
without undue suffering from the heat. The state over- 
seer, J. D. Bright, is no novice when it comes to camp 
meetings and handling crowds. He conducted everything 
so that the meeting went off without a hitch. A wonder- 
ful spirit was manifested in the meeting, and both minis- 
try and laity seemed to be very enthusiastic about the 
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future of the Church. Brother Heaston, the camp meet- 
ing speaker, gave out the gospel in the old-time way, 
which seemed to be well accepted by all. 


SOUTH ALABAMA—H. T. Statum, state overseer; Earl

HOUSING NEEDS OF MISSIONARIES 
By Ruth Kinsolving Johnson 


The first thing a missionary must do when he arrives 
in a foreign country is to make the physical preparations 
to live. The first requirement is a place to live. To some 
extent, the adequacy of his living quarters may determine 
the calibre of his missionary work. The missionary who 
lives in a native hut with a leaking roof and no screens, 
nettings, etc., must spend much of his precious time in 
trying to keep his clothing and supplies dry and fending 
off disease-carrying bugs. This is especially the case in 
tropical climates and.in the rainy seasons. In some coun- 
tries adequate housing is a big expense item and doesn’t 
seem to capture the interest of the laity as much as 
building a memorial church; however, this is a wonderful 





thing, and we encourage this with all that is within us. 

Take Japan for example. This field has just been 
opened to us. It takes quite a lot to process a missionary, 
and it leaves very little to help the missionary get started 
in his new field of labor without the constant assistance 
of his brothers and sisters in Christ, both in finance and 
prayer. In Japan a missionary’s home must not be lo- 
cated close to the church, else the people will believe the 
church belongs to the missionary and will not attend. So, 
this entails the purchase and building of two locations 
rather than one. In Japan the cost of building and lots is 
as much as it is in the United States. It will take ap- 
proximately $10,000 to get a good work started in Japan. 

It has been about two years since the Mission Board 
sent out missionaries to Angola to assist Sister Stark. 
They spent some time in Portugal studying the language, 
but after the completion of their study they have had 
very much difficulty in obtaining their residence visas. 
Much time was lost; however, the missionary spent some 
time in working in South Africa in the school and visit- 
ing the churches. But his desire was to get to Angola and 
work for the Lord. Now if only we were able to have their 
funds ready for their permanent buildings by the time of 
their arrival on the field, much time would be saved and 
fewer souls would go into eternity without the name of 
Jesus upon their lips. 

All the buildings we have in Angola are grass roofs at 
the present and aren’t too substantial. In these grass 
roofs the poison scorpions lodge, and time and again they

These dear 
folks will have to be situated before they can begin their 
laborers for Him. Inasmuch as this is an island, it will be 
necessary for them to have a boat immediately, to get 
back and forth to their work, as well as a place to live. 
This is a new door and one that we must put our prayers 
as well as our finance into. 

At last we have received word that our missionaries to 
Indonesia have received permission to enter that country 
after a year’s time. This field truly is ripe, and for our 
fine missionaries to go there handicapped with the hous- 
ing problems would be sad and much time would be lost. 
However, we are depending on God to supply these needs 
through our fine people of the Church of God, young and 
old alike. We all have a part in this great crusade for 
Christ.

have to register, so that I contact them every day, and I 
am surrounded with Nepalis.” 

EPA members are ready to publish missionary litera- 
ture as funds are available, but most of the current ma- 
terials that roll from the presses are planned and aimed 
at the Christian layman, or in general, at the Christian 
home. Thus EPA believes that every Christian, regardless 
of denominational ties, should take full advantage of this 
literature. 

HOW? 

1. Subscribe to at least one good Christian periodical. 
In some instances more than one will be necessary to 
supply fresh, inspirational, and informative reading for all 
ages. 

2. Visit the local Christian book dealer or secure a 
catalog from a publishing house and begin a program for 
building up a Christian library in the home. Include fic- 
tion and nonfiction, covering devotional and Bible study, 
biography and missions. Reprints of old classics are gain- 
ing popularity in carefully developed libraries. 

3. Plan a regular program for reading, at least twice 
weekly. The Christian who disciplines himself to read 
helpful literature will inevitably serve his Lord better. 

4. As the alert Christian becomes acquainted with avail- 
able literature, he can use it wisely in reaching unbe- 
lievers with the gospel. Tracts are, of course, especially 
apt for reaching the unsaved, and an increasing number 
of books and periodicals are carefully designed for the 
non-Christian. 

EPA members have proved their diligence and sincerity 
in five years of endeavor and growth, but the real suc- 
cess of EPA’s mission depends on the response of Chris- 
tians everywhere to the opportunity of buying and using 
attractive, sound, and stimulating literature for their 
own profit and that of people they can influence for 
Christ.

A NOTE OF APPRECIATION 

We were privileged to serve as pas- 
tor of the Lemmon Church from Sep- 
tember of 1943 until September of 
1946. During that period of time the 
church purchased the buildings which 
were at the present location. Due to 
an ever-growing congregation, a small 
addition, 16 by 36 feet, was added to 
the church building. In 1946 we began 
to plan a new building. That year we 
were appointed as overseer of Western 
Canada. 

Our successor, Brother Frank 
Lemons, proceeded with the plans for 
a new building, and the building fund 
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was started. Brother T. D. Mooneyham 
succeeded Brother Lemons. He, too, en- 
couraged the church to build, and they 
continued to add to the building fund. 
After Brother Mooneyham’s appoint- 
ment to Africa, we returned to Lem- 
mon as pastor in September of 1951. 
We found that a nice building fund of 
over $9,000 was on hand. Immediately 
we proceeded with plans for our build- 
ing. The property was previously val- 
ued at approximately $15,000. At an 
actual cost of approximately $50,000 
cash, plus approximately $35,000 in 
donated labor, we feel that we have a 
property with a conservative value of 
$100,000. Recently, some of our prom- 
inent businessmen have voluntarily 
appraised the property at a figure in 
excess of $100,000. A contractor af- 
firmed that it could not be replaced 
for that amount of money on a cash 
basis for labor and all materials. 

In the eyes of the world, property 
is evaluated according to the gold 
standard. God is not so interested in 
that phase of it, but in the spiritual. 
We feel that the completion of our 
building is but the beginning of great- 
er opportunities with their accom- 
panying obligations. Our Lord has 
seen the tears, heard the prayers, and 
witnessed the sacrificial efforts of His 
people in this church. To our Lord, 
first of all, we are humbly grateful 
for the accomplishment, and then we 
are sincerely thankful for the privi- 
lege of working with such a splendid 
congregation of spiritually minded, 
consecrated men and women. We are 
praying together and working to- 
gether for the spiritual growth and 
development of our congregation. Our 
primary objective is to lead souls to

CHICAGO (EP) Three bitter mis- 
takes ultimately will result in the 
downfall of Malenkov and the Krem- 
lin, in the opinion of the Russian- 
born evangelist, Dr. Hyman J. Appel- 
man, of Kansas City, Mo. Writing in 
the August issue of Moody Monthly, 
on the subject “Can Eisenhower Stop 
Malenkov?” the internationally known 
preacher, president of the American 
Association for Jewish Evangelism and 
the Hebrew Christian Alliance, details 
the errors which he believes will even- 
tually doom Russia.

Urging Americans to get right with 
God, the evangelist implored the Presi- 
dent to insist that the United Nations 
refuse to compromise any longer with 
atheistic Russia and its godless satel- 
lites, and open its session with prayer, 
and to plead with Americans that 
they let God have the right of way in 
their lives. “Then,” he concluded, “we 
will have no need to fear the Com- 
munistic foe, neither Malenkov nor 
any of his cohorts. God will fight for 
us and destroy them.”

HONG KONG, China (EP) Figures 
released by the Catholic Center here 
indicate the Ohinese Communists are 
speeding up their drive to get rid of 
foreign missionaries. Fifty-three Ro- 
man Catholic missionaries were ex- 
pelled in the first 29 days of July 
alone. This is reported to be by far 
the highest monthly figure since last 
January. 


ISRAEL EXPANDING SHIPPING 


JERUSALEM (EP) Thirty-one ves- 
sels flying the Israel flag now ply the 
sea, it was revealed on the occasion of 
the annual Yom Hayam (Marine 
Day) held recently. Israel ships car- 
ried 28 per cent of the country’s for- 
eign trade in 1952, as compared with 
15 per cent in 1951 and 4 per cent in 
1949. Other achievements in the ma- 
rine field include a substantial in- 
crease in the number of fishing ves- 
sels, the expansion of training facili- 
ties for merchant seamen and the es- 
tablishment of special courses for 
ships’ officers and port workers. 


The cost of operating the United 
Nations organization in 1954 is esti- 
mated at $41,660,200. The United 
States share of the amount will be 
3344 per cent. 


POW TELLS OF RELIGION 
HELPING HIM 

FREEDOM VILLAGE, Korea (EP) 
According to an Associated Press dis- 
patch, a Columbus, Ohio, sergeant 
came back from Red captivity today 
and said he owes a “great debt to my 
religion” for pulling him oar. oe. 
Benjamin Conley, 29, captured while 
with the 2nd Division, said he feels 
“an overabundance of joy.” Conley, a 
Baptist, explained how his religious 
devotion baffled the Communists. He 
said a Chinese guard once asked him: 
“Who is this man you’re speaking of? 
Do you think your God can save you 
now?” Conley continued: “I told him 
any time when there’s trouble God 
will always come through for me, and 
after 32 months and 10 hard days He 
came through.” On another occasion, 
Conley said, the Chinese asked : 
“What organization do you belong to?” 
“One made 2,000 years ago,” Conley 
replied. “Who runs it?” the Chinese 
asked. “God,” answered Conley, and 
added: “They looked at me kind of 
funny.” 


U.S. HAS MORE CHURCH MEMBERS 
NEW YORK (EP) Church member- 
ship in the United States reached a 
new all-time high last year with a 
record figure of 92,277,129. Statistics 
released this week by the National 
Council of Churches indicate that 59 
per cent of American citizens belong 
to religious bodies. In 1940, —_ one 
out of two Americans had religious 
affiliations. In 1952 the number of 
local churches grew to 285,277, com- 
pared with the previous year’s figure 
of 284,592. In a year’s time, the num- 
ber of clergymen rose from 181,123 to 
183,899 
Dr. Benson Y. Landis, associate di- 
rector of the Council’s research de- 
partment and editor of the Yearbook 
of American Churches, suggested rea- 
sons for the 4.1 per cent increase 
in membership: The greatly increased 
birth rates of the 1940’s, systematic 
evangelistic campaigns of churches, 
and the need for guidance in times of 
international tension and upheaval. 
Statistically, there is one church for 
about every 325 members, Dr. Landis 
said. “But the ratio between clergy- 
men and members is only one to every 
500. This points up a continuing short- 
age of pastors and a lag in efforts to 
fill thousands of vacant pulpits.” 
Roman Catholics, with 30,253,427 
members, formed the largest church 
body in the United States. They re- 
corded a 3.5 per cent gain over 1951 
membership. Combined Protestant 
growth was estimated at 3.9 per cent, 
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with a total membership of 54,299,963 
in 1952. Largest single group within 
Protestantism was the Methodist 
Church, with 9,180,428 members. Jew- 
ish congregations, with 5,000,000 mem- 
bers, remained unchanged from the 
previous year. 


CALL FOR “DRY ZONE” AROUND 
CAPITOL 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP) A.resolu- 
tion calling for a half-mile-wide “dry 
zone” around the United States Capi- 
tol was adopted by the Washington 
Ministerial Union recently. The group, 
representing more than 200 Protest- 
ant ministers in the Nation’s capital, 
specifically condemned the serving of 
liquor at the New Capitol Hill Club, 
a lavish social club established by Re- 
publican Congressmen. They also 
urged that Republicans drop plans to 
include a bar in the proposed seven- 
story office building which will be 
erected near the Capitol. 


KINSEY REPORT CALLED “INSULT” 
BY CONGRESSMAN 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP) Repre- 
sentative Heller (Dem., N.Y.) Satur- 
day called the new Kinsey report “the 
insult of the century” and urged that 
it be barred from the mails until Con- 
gress can investigate it. He discharged 
a blast of criticism against Dr. Alfred 
C. Kinsey and the book “Sexual Be- 
havior in the Human Female,” in a 
eg to Postmaster General Summer- 

eld. 

Heller said that he would ask the 
House next January to authorize an 
investigation to determine if the book 
is “of a salacious and lewd nature.” 

The latest Kinsey report, scheduled 
to go on sale at $8 a copy on Septem- 
ber 14, was reviewed extensively by 
tae and magazine .critics last 
week. 

Heller told Summerfield that he had 
not seen the book, but formed his 
opinions from reading “extensive re- 
ports in the press.” 


JONES DECLARES COMMUNISM 
WANING IN INDIA, JAPAN 

PHILADELPHIA, Penna. (EP) Just 
back from a special evangelistic mis- 
sion to Japan, Dr. E. Stanley Jones 
told the Methodist World Convocation 
on Evangelism, meeting in Philadel- 
phia on June 29, that India and Ja- 
pan can hold the line against Com- 
munism and for world peace in the 
Far East. “Communism has flared up 
in both countries,” he said, “but is 
now receding as their — see the 
tyranny that it stands for.” 

“Japan’s state religion and na- 
tionalism lie in the ashes of defeat, 
and its people in large numbers, are 
turning to Christianity . . . India is 
more Socialist-minded than it is Com- 
munist, and Premier Nehru is an out- 
standing non-Communist, independ- 
ent leader.” These factors, Dr. Jones 
said, mean that both India and Japan 
can “hold the line,” play vital roles as 
peacemakers and exert a great influ- 
ence on China where, he predicted, 
‘disillusionment with Communism is 
certain.” Dr. Jones said that during 
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his three-month stay in Japan he had 
conducted evangelical meetings in 72 
cities and received 31,000 candidates 
for Christian baptism. 


THREE U.S. CHAPLAINS DIE IN 
POW CAMPS 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) Three 
Army chaplains, previously reported 
missing in action in Korea, are known 
to have died while prisoners of the 
Communists, the Department of the 
Army reported here. One of them, 
Chaplain (Captain) Kenneth C. Hy- 
slop (American Baptist) of Kino, Va., 
died of “injuries and starvation” on 
December 12, 1950, the Army said. The 
others—Chaplain (Captain) Emil J. 
Kapaun (Roman Catholic), of Marion, 
Kans., and Chaplain (Major) Wayne 
H. Burdue (Disciples of Christ), of 
Elyria, Ohio, died of “causes unknown” 
while in enemy hands, the Army add- 
ed. Information as to the fate of the 
three clergymen came from the first 
ain 3 of American prisoners of war 
repatriated in Korea, it was disclosed. 
Further details are expected to be 
learned from later groups that are 
repatriated. 

A total of nine Army chaplains are 
now known to have died in Korea. Two 
others were killed in accidents while 
at the front and another two are miss- 
ing and are feared dead, as they have 
not been reported on enemy — 
lists. All three of the chaplains who 
died in the prisoner camps were vet- 
erans of World War II and were cap- 
tured in the month of November, 1950 
when the Chinese Communists entere 
the war in their first great offensive. 
The Army said it was awaiting furth- 
er details from repatriated prisoners 
before commenting on reports that 
two American chaplains were killed 
by the Communists in reprisal for 
holding Christmas worship services in 
the compounds in 1950. 


PERSECUTION OF PROTESTANTS 
IN COLOMBIA REPORTED ENDING 


LOVELAND, Colorado (EP) Perse- 
cution of Protestants has “practically 
come to a halt” since a new regime 
headed by Lieut. Gen. Gustavo Rojas 
Pinilla took over there in mid-June, it 
was reported to the Colorado Confer- 
ence of Seventh-Day Adventists at 
near-by Campion Academy. The re- 

rt was made by Pastor George Nick- 
e, Adventist leader in Colombia and 
a veteran of 27 years’ service in South 
America. Declaring that “most of the 
trouble for Protestants came from lo- 
cal and rural lice,” he said that 
two days after Gen. Rojas took com- 
mand he dismissed the entire police 
force of the capital, Bogota, jailed 
many of its leaders, and dismissed 
—_— officials in a number of other 
cities. 

Mr. Nickle said he believed this more 
conciliatory policy of the new govern- 
ment is based on the conviction that 
it will “help strengthen the country’s 
relations with the U.S.”

NOTES FROM THE NEWS 


Gideons Internationals distributed 
more than 2,250,000 Bibles and Testa- 
ments during the past year. The total 
income of the organization during the 
year was $1,388,810, most of which was 
o— in the purchase of Bibles and 

estaments. 

A breakdown of the 18,000 Protes- 
tant missionaries serving overseas in 
1952 included 429 physicians and den- 
tists, 1,028 nurses, 64 medical techni- 
cians, 137 agricultural and rural ex- 

rts, and 140 social service and phi- 
anthropic workers. 

Although 2,000,000 pupils were grad- 
uated from grade school last June, 
3,300,000 new pupils have taken their 
places this September. The increase 
sets an all-time record.
